Amendment of Disposable Medical Supplies/Durable Medical Equipment
Regulations

The Maryland Medical Assistance Program has amended Regulations .01 and .03-.07
under COMAR 10.09.12 Disposable Medical Supplies and Durable Medical Equipment to
implement a new payment methodology to replace the current fee schedule, to change certain
preauthorization requirements and to introduce the Program's recycling efforts. The text of the
proposed amendments appeared in the Mmland Register (Volume 25, Issue 16), July 31, 1998
The amendments to the Regulations have been adopted as proposed and became effective
November 16, 1998.

The approved list of items includes supplemental codes to be used for EPSDT children
(through age 20) and Model Waiver recipients. Any piece of equipment costing over $750.00
requires a written preauthorization except for those in the pediatric section of the approved list.
